Greece Clamped 
Under Military 
Dictatorship 


HOME (AP) — Acting in the 
name of King Constantine, tile 
Greek army dam ped a gu n­ 
point dictatorship on the Balk an 
nation today and some of the 
monarch’s left-wing opponents 
were reported jailed. 
Reports filtering ou t throu gh 
the near-total commu nications 
black ou t imposed in the light­ 
ning midnight move said shots 
were heard in Athens as tank s 
and soldiers in fu ll battle k it 
took control of the deserted 
streets of the Greek capital. 
A 
royal proclamation read 
over a Greek army radio station 


said the k ing had ordered the 
army to seize power to protect 
the cou ntry from “internal dan­ 
gers’* pending 
new 
elections 
next month. 
The military moved almost 
lik e an occu pying army. A com­ 
plete cu rfew was ordered for all 
civilians 
except doctors 
and 
pharmacists 
on 
em ergent 
cases and soldiers were told to 
shoot violators. 
Civil rights were set aside. A 
news agency in Tu rk ey said 
King Constantine had abrogated 
the law prohibiting death penal­ 
ties for political reasons. 
It was the first dictatorship 
set u p in Greece in 30 years ex­ 
cept for the Nazi occu pation in 
World War IL

former Prem ier George Papan- 
dreou , 80, his American-edu ­ 
cated son Andreas, 48, and k ey 
followers were jailed. 
The Papandreou s, leaders of 
the powerfu l leftist Center Un­ 
ion party, largest in Parlia­ 
ment, had been engaged In po­ 
litical stru ggle with the k ing for 
IT months.

An informant said Svetlana 
was ru shed throu gh Zu rich’s air 
terminal withou t cu stoms con­ 
trol and pu t aboard the regu lar 
Swissair flight. She was in pos­ 
session of a valid Soviet pass­ 
port and a temporary U.S. vis­ 
itors’ visa.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
weatherman is toying with the 
family food bill again. 
Rains finally have fallen in 
the wheat belt Wheat prices 
have dropped, easing the threat 
of higher prices for flour and 
bread this summer. 
Rains also have fallen in Cal­ 
ifornia, and there the effects 
haven’t been entirely helpful. 
They have kept the bees from 
pollinating fruit trees, slowed 
the asparagus cutting, damaged 
the sweet cherries in San Joa­ 
quin Valley, washed away toma­ 
to seedings, and—a hit of cheer 
perhaps for small boys—inter­ 
rupted the spinach harvest. A 
freeze caused heavy damage to 
apricots. 
The weatherman also is hold­ 
ing the Florida tomato crop be­ 
low normal. 
As the weather improves, 
there should be bigger supplies 
—and lower prices — for fresh 
fruits and vegetables. The out­ 
look is good for celery, lettuce, 
snap beans, carrots, sweet corn, 
green peppers and green onions. 
Bananas, apples, grapefruit 
and oranges are plentiful. 
In the meat department, ham 
and beef prices have dropped 
again. Big supplies of other 
meats have helped keep beef 
prices down. There are much 
bigger supplies of pork, chick­ 
ens and turkeys than last year. 
Egg prices hare dropped an­ 
other 2 to 4 cents a dozen.

PITTSBURGH (AP) - Pitts­ 
burgh S t e e l Co. announced 
Thursday the purchase of a big 
block af stock in Wheeling Steel 
Corp. and the election of its 
president as Wheeling board 
chairman. 
The announcement cleared up 
mystery surrounding a day-long 
meeting Wednesday of top ex­ 
ecutives of both firms. It had 
been rumored that a merger 
was in the works. 
Pittsburgh Steel, the nation’s 
14th ranked steel producer, said 
it had bought for cash 77,553 
shares of Wheeling Steel stock 
at $21.50 net per share. 
The stock was purchased from 
Hunt Foods and Industries, Inc. 
of Fullerton, Calif., which also 
sold its remaining 77,353 shares 
in Wheeling Steel to the C. F. 
Kettering Family of Dayton, 


HAVANA (AP) — On the Pra­ 
do near Old Havana is a fading 
building where a handful of ag­ 
ing Americans sit in leather 
chairs waiting for time to pas*. 
Their solitude is unchallenged 
by the tread of young Brtish 
and Canadian diplomats playing 
squash two floors overhead©—r 
by the rumble of toe Cuban 
army trucks outside. 
The scene is the American 
Club, a hangover from earlier 
days and a paradox in modern 
Cuba. It is a sort of symbol of 
toe two kinds of Americans who 
live in Communist Cuba today: 
those who support Prime Minis­ 
ter Fidel Castro and those who 
don’t 
Except for toe few club mem­ 
bers, almost everyone fits the 
category of supporters. 
Exact figures on the number 
of native-born Americans In 
Cuba more than eight years aft­ 
er the Castro revolution are dif­ 
ficult to verify here. The beet 
estimate seems to be 100-130. 
Any figures are suspect Some 
of toe Americans no longer con­ 
sider themselves U.S. citizens. 
For others, time and their activ­ 
ities 
have 
invalidated 
their 
passports and clouded their le­ 
gal status. 
The Swiss Embassy, repre­ 
senting U.S. interest in Cuba 
since the United States broke 
diplomatic relations with Castro 
in 1961, has about 1,000 persons 
registered as Americans. But, 
an official says, practically all 
of these are Cuban-Americans 
waiting for the resumption of 
the Mexican airlift to New Or­ 
leans. 
The U.S. State Department, it 
is believed here, keeps careful 
check on the Americans re­ 
maining in Cuba. At least 95 per 
cent of them are "revolution­ 
aries,” a Western diplomat es­ 
timates. 
"These people are here be­ 
cause they want to be,” he says. 
“They believe in the revolution 
and are working tor it.” 
Some have been in Cuba since 
shortly after Castro came to 
power. 
An American woman who bas 
been here six years works for a 
government legal division she 
says is negotiating old U.S. 
claims against Cuba. Her hus­ 
band is economics editor of the 
Communist party paper Gran­ 
nis 
Another works in the English 
section of Radio Havana, the 
government voice that beams 
propaganda overseas in eight 
languages. 
Perhaps the most publicized 
case involves Robert F. Wil­ 
liams. He fled to Cuba in 1961 
after being indicted in his home 
town of Monroe, N.C., for kid­ 
naping a white couple during a 
racial disturbance. Once here, 
be began broadcasting for Ra­ 
dio Havana and continued until 
mid-1966 Then he was reported 
in Peking doing toe same thing 
for the Chinese. 
Occasionally 
U.S. 
citizens 
drift into Cuba 
as interim 
guests. One of these was Philip 
S. Fond, a history professor at 
Lincoln University in Pennsyl­ 
vania — widely quoted in the 
Cuban press as saying socialism 
is the only solution tor white 
and Negro workers in the Unit­ 
ed States. 
One case is mentioned by a 
diplomat who said an American 
could enter his country if he 
produced a valid U.S. passport 
But, the diplomat added, in 
view of the American’s record 
here, it seemed unlikely be 
could get his passport 


without answering embarrass­ 
ing questions in Washingto: 
first. 
On the other side of the fence} 
are the handful of Americans! 
who hang on although they axe* 
looked upon as “gusanos” — 
counterrevolutionary 
"worms” — by the Castro 
government. 
"I love Cuba,” explains one, a 
sugar executive for 43 years 
before the revolution. "It has 
been my whole life.” 
Now 74, separated from his 
family which was in the United 
States when Castro took over, 
he says without elaboration, "I 
would leave tomorrow if I could 
just get on a plane and go.” 
His situation is similar to that 
of six other Americans, surviv­ 
ing members of the American 
Club. 
Founded in 1901, it boasted 1,« 
200 
members, 
including 
800 
Americans. Its bars and dining 
rooms buzzed with the conver­ 
sation of the Island’s wealthy 
and 
important 
Today, 
Hie 
membership is reduced to 200, 
including the seven Americana. 
Once a month, the British 
Club uses the main dining room k 
for a luncheon, but for the most 
part the three-story structure’s 
card rooms, gym and bars art 
unused. 
The seven Americans have 
few illusions they will be able to 
keep the doors open much long­ 
er. "We pay all our bills on 
time,” says the vice president, 
“but I don’t know how much > 
longer we can keep doing it ” 
When the end comes, one of 
the first things that seems sure 
to come down is a big portrait 
of Theodore Roosevelt. 
The club bans political talk. 
Inquiries about how its mem­ 
bers survive are politely turned 
aside. 
It prides itself on a record of, 
never having been attacked or 
accused of antigovernment ac­ 
tivities, although one of its 
members 
was 
executed 
for 
spying and another is in prison 
for political crimes. 
Of the pro-Castro Americana 
here, only two are known to 
have tried to enter the dub. 
They were refused. 
"They weren’t our type of * 
Americans,” a member recalls.

When Disaster Strikes 
Berger Responded Quickly 
In Assuming Prominent Role 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) —An 
emergency measure outlawing 
fireworks peddlers whose * big­ 
gest business 
comes in the 
weeks before tile July 4 holi­ 
day has cleared its first hurdle 
in tile Ohio legislature. 
But 
tile 
measure, 
recom­ 
mended for passage Thursday 
by the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, is considerably weaker 
than when introduced by Sen. 
Howard C. Cook K l Toledo, 
Lucas. 
The bill was reported out cl 
committee as the lawmakers 
completed brief floor sessions 
and headed home for the week­ 
end. Both houses return at 8 
p.m. Monday. 
Fifteen new bills were intro­ 
duced in the two chambers, 
bringing the total for the ses­ 
sion to 970. Less than two dozen 
have become law.

Hospital, its routine suddenly 
interrupted last S a t u r d a y , 
quickly found itself playing a 
prominent role in the down­ 
town explosion disaster. T h i s 
story serves as a review and 
evaluation of the impact tile 
tragedy ha£l on Berger. The 
analysis is based on comments 
of those who were at the hospi­ 
tal and others directly connect 
cd with its functioning 


Wben disaster strikes — fire, 
tornado, hurricane, earthquake, 
industrial or transportation ac­ 
cident and bombing—a hospital 
is the chief resource for minis­ 
tering to the injured. 
Hospitals are less prepared to 
cope with major disasters on 
weekends. But when the catas­ 
trophe occurred here Saturday, 
Berger 
Hospital, Its medical 
staff 
and full personnel re­ 
sponded in a valiant manner. 
Almost within 
minutes, 
27 
nurses reported for duty—some 
in slacks, o t h e r s in house 
dresses. But they arrived in a 
hurry, several of whom had not 
worked for years. 
Seven doctors appeared at 
the hospital before the first cas­ 


ualty arrived. Two others were 
busy at the blast scene. 
rn * « 
LABORATORY 
and 
Xray 
technicians, 
dietary 
workers 
and administrative people not 
on duty lost no time in getting 
to their posts. 
Adequate 
medical 
supplies 
were on hand and the original 
17 injured were quickly and ex­ 
pertly treated. People suffering 
from delayed shock continued to 
drift into tile emergency room 
throughout the next day and 
night. 
The latecomers received prop­ 
er treatment and medication 
and were sent home relieved of 
their anxieties and fears. 
In commenting on these re­ 
cent events, Berger Adminis­ 
trator Charles B. Beard said: 
‘‘I believe the medical staff, 
hospital personnel and volun­ 
teer nurses performed 
in 
a 
highly professional manner and 
worked together as a well-inte­ 
grated health team.” 
Beard 
hastened 
to explain 
that sad and lamentable as the 
tragedy is, it served to bring 
into bright focus the hospital’s 
pressing need for an expanded 
and enlarged emergency room, 
X ray and clinical 
laboratory 


facilities. He urged the commu-i 
nity to help Berger’s Borrd of 
Trustees to bring this about. 
The administrator further de­ 
clared that tile general public 
now recognizes Berger as a 
well-staffed and equipped gen­ 
eral hospital long past the so­ 
called “first aid station” era.

THE HOSPITAL’S governing 
board this week adopted a reso­ 
lution to publicly thank and 
commend “ab members of the 
m e d i c a l profession who re­

New Study Shows Effect 


Alcohol Has on Liver 


CHICAGO (API — Evidence 
that alcohol can produce directj 
damage to the liver, even in the 
presence of a web-balanced diet 
was reported today in two New I 
York studies. 
The question of w hether liver 
damage results from alcohol or 
the poor eating habits of al­ 
coholics has been debated in 
medical circles for years. 
A panel of experts at the an­ 
nual convention of the Federa 
lion of American Societies for 
Experimental Biology indicated 
both factors play a role. They 
agreed that minor liver damage 
in alcoholics can be cured if the 
subjects abstain from liquor and 
eat foods high in proteins and 
vitamins. 
Dr. Emanuel Rubiu, a pathol­ 
ogist at Mount Sinai Hospital, 
New York City, said evidence of 
fatty deposits in cells was de­ 
tected in studies of slivers of 
liver samples under the elec­ 
tron rrkropscope. 
He said the first ceb samples 
were removed by needle biopsy 
from the livers of volunteer al­ 
coholics 
who 
had 
abstained 
from dr rn king for three to four 
months and had normal livers 
at the time. 
Next, the volunteers were giv­ 
en alcohol, along with a high 
protein and high vitamin diet, in 
rn creasing daily amounts over 
an 18-day period. The alcohol 


ingested ranged from 7 ounces 
of whisky the first day to lo 
ounces the final da>. 
“ Fatty changes in the liver 
cells were confirmed by elec­ 
tron microscope studies in the 
seventh day after the whisky 
diet was started,” Rubin said in 
an interv iew and in his paper. 
“We concluded that nutrition­ 
al factors could not prevent tho 
toxic action of alcohol,” he add­ 
ed. 
Similar findings of direct beer 
damage from alcohol were- re­ 
ported by Dr. C. S. LieSer of 
New York’s Bellevue Hospital. 
“Our studies of the mechan­ 
ism of the production of fattv 
deposits rn the liver have shown 
that even in the presence of a 
proper, balanced diet, alcohol 
can cause direct changes in the 
liver.” 
He said these fatty deposits — 
which in progressive states lead 
to fatal cirrhosis of the liver — 
come from the drinker’s diet 
and are manufactured by the 
liver itself. 
Dr. C. M Leevy of the New 
Jersey College of Medicine said, 
“We say alcohol vvib damage 
the liver but an adequate vita­ 
min and Drotein intake will re­ 
pair the damage.”
